Erratic hurricane track 
suggests landfall will 
be in northeastern U.S.

A senior forecaster at the Can¬ 
adian Hurricane Centre says a 
late-season hurricane headed 
up the eastern seaboard won’t 
likely have a direct impact on 
Nova Scotia. 

However, Bob Robichaud 
says Hurricane Sandy is power¬ 
ful enough to be of concern, 
regardless of where it makes 
landfall. 

“The important thing as we 
go into the weekend is to keep 
a veiy close eye on the forecast 
because there’s still a fairly 
wide range of scenarios that 
are possible here,” said CHC 
meteorologist Bob Robichaud. 

Robichaud says most 
models currently show the 
Category 2 storm zigzagging 
along the eastern seaboard 
and then making an unusual 
westward turn towards land. 

“That’s where the vari¬ 
ability lies, some computer

models indicate it may be as 
far south as south of New Jer¬ 
sey, there’s some other ones 
showing in the extreme that 
it could be much further up 
the northeast U.S.,” he said. 
“So pretty much everywhere 
in between is still a possibility 
now” 

Regardless of where Sandy 
makes landfall in that win¬ 
dow, Robichaud says the circu¬ 
lation is large enough to bring 
some rain and wind to Nova 
Scotia and parts of Quebec and 
Ontario. 

Robichaud says Sandy will 
likely be a post-tropical storm 
by the time it gets anywhere 
near Atlantic Canada, but 
shouldn’t be taken lightly. 

“From time to time you see 
a post-tropical storm that’s 
more intense than the original 
tropical storm, and this is one 
of these cases where it is a very 
powerful post-tropical storm,”

Premier fends off 
flood of criticism as 
House reconvenes

Premier Darrell Dexter found 
himself on the defensive during 
a raucous first day of the legisla¬ 
ture’s fall session Thursday. 

The opposition attacked 
the premier for what they de¬ 
scribed as multimillion-dollar 
corporate handouts, persistent 
education cuts and the ongoing 
electoral-boundaiy controversy. 

Argyle MLA Chris 
d’Entremont came within a 
hair’s width of being removed 
from question period after a 
heated exchange with Dexter, 
where he called for the resig¬ 
nation of Justice Minister and 
Attorney General Ross Landry 
over his handling of the bound¬ 
ary commission report. 

“For the premier to look 
for blame eveiywhere else, all

he has to do is look over to his 
right at the minister of justice,” 
said d’Entremont. 

While his microphone 
was off, d’Entremont shouted 
something at the premier that 
included ‘Why don’t you learn 
how to be a premier.’” 

After a third and final 
request from the Speaker 
to retract the statement, 
d’Entremont took back the re¬ 
marks. 

Liberal Leader Stephen Mc¬ 
Neil got the first crack at the 
premier, accusing Dexter of 
giving hundreds of millions of 
dollars to corporations at the 
expense of education. 

“How can the premier jus¬ 
tify gutting education for writ¬ 
ing big cheques for big busi¬ 
ness?” said McNeil. 


Citing his government’s 
funding of the Port Hawkes- 
bury paper mill, Dexter said the 
move saved more than 1,000 
rural jobs. It was also a decision, 
he said, based on principle, not 


politics. 

“If he had his way they’d be 
shutting off the lights in rural 
Nova Scotia,” Dexter said of Mc¬ 
Neil. 

Progressive Conservative 


Leader Jamie Baillie slammed 
the premier for the govern¬ 
ment’s renewable-energy strat¬ 
egy, further criticizing it for 
not considering the province’s 
wealth of natural gas. 




Opposition cries foul over electoral ‘damage control’ 



Premier Darrell Dexter 
shrugged off Opposition ac¬ 
cusations Thursday that his 
government is interfering 
with the work of an independ¬ 
ent commission to protect a 
cabinet minister from elec¬ 
toral defeat. 

The case involves a bid by 
the Electoral Boundaries Com¬ 
mission to redraw the prov¬ 
ince’s electoral map to ensure 
voters are afforded equal rep¬ 
resentation in the legislative 
assembly — a process that is 
carried out every 10 years to 
reflect population changes. 

After the commission sub¬ 


mitted its third draft of a new 
electoral map — following 
months of wrangling over the 
rights of minority groups — 
voters in the district of Shel¬ 
burne said they were stunned 
to learn their riding had been 
cut in half without public con¬ 
sultation. 

Dexter said that was un¬ 
fair. 

“People in Shelburne didn’t 
see this coming,” Dexter said 
outside the legislature. “They 
were told that their riding was 
going to be kept intact. They 
didn’t get a chance to address 
that on their own.” 


The riding is held by Fish¬ 
eries Minister Sterling Bel- 
liveau, who was put in the 
politically awkward position 
of criticizing the proposed 
changes in a government bill 
that was tabled Thursday. 

As questions swirled 
about Belliveau’s showdown 
with his own government, 
Justice Minister Ross Landry 
announced the legislature’s 
law amendments committee 
would be dispatched to Shel¬ 
burne to seek public reaction 
to the proposed changes. 

“The people of Shelburne 
didn’t get their say,” Landry 


said outside the legislature. 
“We’re trying to listen, hear 
and understand the different 
perspectives.” 

Liberal justice critic Michel 
Samson was quick to accuse 
Dexter of politicizing the pro¬ 
cess. 

“This is complete damage 
control,” he said. “It’s clearly 
political. With all of the con¬ 
cerns there are in Nova Scotia, 
(the premier) seems to only 
have the attention of Shel¬ 
burne. That’s because he’s got 
a cabinet minister who now 
sees his future in doubt.”

The opposition parties say the 
province’s plan to take Nova

Jamie Baillie credited their par¬ 
ties for previously introducing 
the idea. 

“I feel like the student who 
has had his homework copied, 
but that’s OK,” Baillie told re¬ 
porters. 

The plan would also require 
Nova Scotia Power to file multi¬ 
year rate applications, which 
Parker says will cut the costs 
of hearings at the Nova Scotia 
Utility and Review Board.

“People are telling me that 
it’s not fair that executives at 
Nova Scotia Power have had 
their bonuses and salaries paid 
for by ratepayers when there 
are families struggling to make 
ends meet, and I agree,” Parker 
said in a statement Thursday. 

Parker promised to bring in 
the legislation last month.

A hoarse U.S. President Barack 
Obama swung into a second 
day of a campaigning blitz in 
a narrowing race while a new 
Assodated Press-GfK poll shows 
he has ceded his 16-point ad¬ 
vantage among women, a 
surprising drop among a key 
group that is crucial to his win¬ 
ning a second term. 

The poll also shows Repub¬ 
lican challenger Mitt Romney is 
favoured by 47 per cent of like¬ 
ly voters to 45 per cent for the 



president less than two weeks 
before Election Day. 

Obama’s dip in support 


among women appeared to re¬ 
flect a recent drive by Romney 
to show himself as a more mod¬ 
erate candidate after months 
of campaigning as a hard-right 
conservative. 

Having gained ground with 
women, however, Romney’s 
campaign now must deal with 
the fallout from a comment 
by a Romney-endorsed Senate 
candidate in Indiana, who said 
that when a woman becomes 
pregnant during a rape, “that’s 
something God intended.” 

His campaign has said Rom¬ 
ney disagreed with what Ri¬ 
chard Mourdoclc said but stood 
by his endorsement of the Sen¬ 
ate candidate. Romney opposes 
abortion but, unlike Mourdoclc, 
supports exceptions in cases of 
rape or incest.

Officers have inter¬ 
viewed 130 of the 300 po¬ 
tential victims so far and 
even more are expected to 
contact authorities, Cmdr. 
Peter Spindler, leader of the 
Scotland Yard inquiry, said 


Thursday. 

The well-known chil¬ 
dren’s television and radio 
presenter is accused of using 
his fame to coerce vulnerable 
teens into having sex with 
him in his car, in his camper 
van, and even in dressing 
rooms on BBC premises. 

Savile died last October at 
age 84, 

The Savile scandal has 
rocked the BBC and prompt¬ 
ed disbelief that the present¬ 
er’s crimes could have gone 
unnoticed or unreported.

Federal authorities say a New 
York City police officer plotted 
to kidnap women, rape and 
torture them and then cook 
and eat their body parts. 

Gilberto Valle was arrested 
Wednesday in the ghoulish 
case. He is expected to appear 
in federal court in Manhattan 
sometime Thursday. 

According to a criminal 
complaint, the FBI intercepted 
emails from Valle to an un¬ 
identified co-conspirator “dis¬ 
cussing plans to kidnap, rape, 


torture, kill, cook and eat body 
parts of a number of women.” 

No women were actually 
harmed. 

The New York Police De¬ 
partment patrolman lives in 
Queens. He had been assigned 
to a Manhattan precinct before 
being suspended Wednesday. 

The name of Valle’s at¬ 
torney was not immediately 
available. There was no im¬ 
mediate response to a message 
left with the NYPD.

Gunman thought 
NFLer Ray Lewis 
was out to get him 

A man charged in a fatal 
shooting at a Georgia mega¬ 
church said in court docu¬ 
ments 10 years ago that he 
shot a man at a Baltimore 
mosque because he believed 
an NFL player was out to 
get him. 

In a psychological evalua¬ 
tion, Floyd Palmer said the 
2001 mosque shooting oc¬ 
curred because he believed 


the victim and members of 
his own family were being 
paid by Baltimore Ravens 
linebacker Ray Lewis to “get 
rid of him.” 

Palmer said his cousin 
and another man were 
killed after the 2000 Super 
Bowl. Lewis was charged in 
those stabbing deaths but 
was exonerated. 

Palmer was committed 
to a Maiyland psychiatric 
hospital after being found 
not criminally responsible for 
the mosque shooting. A judge 
released him in 2006, despite 
objections from prosecutors.

Conrad Black loses Order 
of Canada hearing bid

Former media tycoon Conrad 
Black has lost his bid to force 
a hearing before the Order of 
Canada advisoiy council. 

The council is deciding 
whether to recommend he be 
stripped of his 1990 honour 
after being convicted of fraud 
and obstruction of justice in 
the United States. 

Black wanted to take his 
case in person, but the coun¬ 
cil refused.

Bahamas, Cuba 


Hurricane Sandy. The 

Category 2 hurricane 
is expected to reach 
the U.S. next week; 
the east coast could be 
blasted by super storm 


A weakened Hurricane Sandy 
lashed the central Bahamas 
late Thursday with violent 
winds and torrential rains, 
after raging through the 
Caribbean where it caused 
at least 21 deaths and forced 
postponement of a hearing at 
the Guantanamo naval base 
on Cuba. 

The Category 2 hurricane 
killed four people elsewhere 


in the Caribbean, and fore¬ 
casters warned it will likely 
cause a super storm in the 
U.S. next week, mixing with 
a winter storm whose effects 
will be felt along the entire 
East Coast from Florida to 
Maine and inland to Ohio. 

The hurricane was located 
about 40 kilometres east of 
Great Exuma Island early 
Thursday afternoon and it 
was moving north with max¬ 
imum sustained winds of 105 
mph. Sandy was blamed for 
the death of an elderly man 
in Jamaica who was killed 
when a boulder crashed into 
his clapboard house. A man 
and two women died while 
trying to cross storm-swollen 
rivers in southwestern Haiti.

They say the con¬ 
spirators tried to evade 
detection by processing 
the bets through offshore 
computer servers and 
using couriers to trans¬ 
port profits to and from 
Panama and Costa Rica.

Drug war casualties? Six 

bullet-ridden bodies 
dumped near Mexico City 


UN. Call for boycott of firms 
having dealings with Israeli 
settlements in West Bank 


Police found the naked, 
bullet-ridden bodies of five 
men and one woman Friday 
dumped on a street on the 
outskirts of Mexico City. 

The prosecutor’s office in 
Mexico State, which adjoins 
Mexico City, said the victims 
were between the ages of 20 
and 25. 

The possible motives in 
the slayings were still under 
investigation. 

Mexico City has largely 
been spared the drug-fueled 
violence that has resulted in 
massacres in other parts of 
the countiy, and none of the 


hand-lettered signs that ac¬ 
company drug-gang slayings 
were found at the scene. On 
Thursday, Mexican author¬ 
ities fired a judge accused of 
improperly dismissing char¬ 
ges or releasing suspects in 
drug cartel cases. 

The Federal Judiciary 
Council said it fired district 
Judge Efrain Cazares for “ser¬ 
ious offences in his judicial 
duties.” He had been sus¬ 
pended in June. Cazares was 
accused of ignoring credible 
evidence when he released 
mayors detained in drug ar¬ 
rests.

The UN special investiga¬ 
tor on human rights in the 
Palestinian territories called 
Wednesday for a boycott of 
all companies that have deal¬ 
ings with Israeli settlements 
in the West Bank and East 
Jerusalem until they adhere 
to international rights stan¬ 
dards and practices.

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Wounded 
activist girl 
will return 
home: Father

15-year-old shot for 
advocating education 
for Pakistani girls 
recovering in England 


The father of a 15-year-old 
Pakistani activist girl who was 
shot and wounded by a Tali¬ 
ban gunman vowed Thursday 
that she would return home 
after finishing medical treat¬ 
ment abroad despite new in¬ 
surgent threats against her. 

Since she was shot on Oct. 
9 in northwestern Pakistan, 
Malala has become a hero 
both at home and internation¬ 
ally, although her work in 
speaking out against Taliban 
atrocities and advocating for 
girls’ education has long been 
respected and known beyond 
her native Swat Valley. 

The comments by her fath¬ 
er, Ziauddin Yousufzai, were 
recorded by Pakistani state 
television. He’s expected to 
fly soon to Britain to see his 
daughter and it was the first 
time he has spoken publicly 
since the shooting. 


At the age of 11, Malala 
began writing a blog under a 
pseudonym for the BBC about 
life under the Taliban in Swat. 
After the military ousted the 
militants in 2009, she began 
publicly speaking out about 
the need for girls’ education. 
She appeared frequently in 
the media and was given one 
of the country’s highest civil¬ 
ian honours for her bravery. 

A Taliban gunman shot 
her in the neck and head as 
she was in a school bus on her 
way home from school in the 
Swat Valley city of Mingora. 
Two other girls were injured. 

She was airlifted to a hos¬ 
pital in Britain on Oct. 15. The 
Taliban have vowed to kill 
her, raising questions about 
whether it would be safe for 
her to return, but her father 
dispelled reports the family 
might seek asylum abroad. 

“I first laughed at it be¬ 
cause all of our sacrifices, 
my personal (sacrifices), or 
this attack on my daughter, 
cannot have such a cheap 
purpose that we would go to 
some other country and live 
the rest of our life there,” he 
said, speaking in Urdu.

Iran has been a close ally 
of Syria for decades. It has 
staunchly supported the 
regime of President Bashar 
Assad during the civil war.

Two U.S. troops 
killed in apparent 
insider attack in 
Afghanistan 

A man in an Afghan police 
uniform shot and killed two 
American service members 
Thursday, in what appeared 
to be the latest in a rash of at¬ 
tacks on international forces 
this year by their Afghan 
partners. 

The so-called insider at¬ 
tacks have stretched to the 


breaking point a partnership 
that U.S. and NATO officials 
consider a key part of their 
exit plan — preparing the 
Afghans to take over respon¬ 
sibility for their country’s 
security in just over two 
years’ time. 

It was the second sus¬ 
pected insider attack in two 
days. On Wednesday, two 
British service members and 
an Afghan police officer were 
killed in an “exchange of 
gunfire” in Helmand prov¬ 
ince, the British Ministry of 
Defence said in a statement.

Theo suffered a fatal 
seizure hours later at a Brit¬ 
ish army base, likely brought 
about by stress. 

The soldier and his dog 
were brought back to Britain 
on the same military flight.

Rower Alex Partridge and 
field hockey star Hannah 
Macleod earned the medals 
at the 2012 London Olympics. 

The thefts reportedly oc¬ 
curred at the Mahilci night¬ 
club, where the athletes 
went following a reception at 
Buckingham Palace hosted by 
Queen Elizabeth II in honour 
of Britain’s Olympic team. 

“I’m absolutely gutted 
that my Olympic bronze med¬ 
al has been stolen,” Macleod 
said in a statement. “Winning 


it in August was an incredible 
highlight for me, and for this 
to have happened is simply 
shattering.” 

Macleod was a member of 
the women’s team that de¬ 
feated New Zealand, 3-1. 

“While it means every¬ 
thing to me, it has no value to 
anyone else, and I just hope 
that whoever took it can 
hand it in or leave it some¬ 
where that means I can get it 
back,” she said. 

Partridge, a member of 
the men’s eight rowing team, 
said his team blazer was also 
taken. 

Police said a 29-year-old 
man had been arrested and 
was being questioned.

Museum reviews 
allegations against 
garment maker and 
reports of worker 
intimidation 


Officials with the Canadian 
Museum for Human Rights 
are looking into whether 
some of their fundraising 
T-shirts are connected to 
sweatshops in developing 
countries. 

The government-funded 
museum has been selling 
T-shirts made in Honduras, 
El Salvador and other coun¬ 
tries in an attempt to raise 
money before the facility’s 
2014 opening date. 

A report by Global News 
this week showed that some 
of the T-shirts were made 
by Gildan, a Montreal-based 
clothing manufacturer with 
factories in Central Amer¬ 
ica, the Carribean and Asia. 

Gildan has been criti¬ 
cized by the Workers Rights 
Consortium, an independ¬ 
ent group that alleges Gild¬ 
an has resorted to threats, 
intimidation and firings 
to prevent workers from 
unionizing. 

A Gildan spokesperson 
told Global News the com¬ 
pany respects workers 
rights and has taken steps 
to address the consortium’s 
concerns. 

Angela Cassie, a spokes¬ 
person for the human-rights 
museum, said a review of 



the matter is underway. 

“We are speaking with 
many of our suppliers, and 
... with this particular mer¬ 
chandise, if we find that it 
does not respect or comply 
with our standards, then 
we’ll take action as appro¬ 
priate,” Cassie said Thurs¬ 
day. 

Cassie pointed out that 
Gildan has been certified 
by the Fair Labour Asso¬ 
ciation, a U.S.-based group 
that seeks to have compan¬ 
ies voluntarily comply with 
labour standards. 

Part of the museum’s re¬ 
view will be to determine 
whether that certification 
is meaningful. 

Cassie defended the mu¬ 
seum’s overall use of sup¬ 
pliers in developing coun¬ 
tries. Some suppliers are 
small shops that help social 
causes, such as a women’s 
collective in El Salvador.

Another employee 
rushed the shark to the 
ocean where McCormack 
says it was very still for a 
few seconds before twisting 
around and speeding off.

Top cop feels the 
heat after reforms 

The head of Honduras’ Na¬ 
tional Police says he is facing 
an internal uprising over the

For a company that has 
launched products with 
Ringo Starr, Paul McCartney 
and Jay Leno — and has even 
paid to light up the Empire 
State Building in its signa¬ 
ture colours — Microsoft’s 
unveiling of Windows 8 on 
Thursday was a subdued af¬ 
fair. 

Windows 8 is Microsoft’s 
radical reimagining of its 
ubiquitous operating system. 
What makes it vastly differ¬ 
ent from past Windows re¬ 
leases is that it’s designed 
from the ground up to work 
on touch-enabled PCs and 
tablet computers. Microsoft 
is also making its own tab¬ 
let computer, the Surface, 
marking the first time that it 
will manufacture a general- 
purpose computer. Both the 
Surface and Windows 8 will 
go on sale Friday. 

For the event, Microsoft 
dressed up a cavernous for¬ 
mer bus depot on a floating 
pier jutting from Manhattan 


into the Hudson River. Im¬ 
provised siding shielded the 
roughly 500 reporters and 
other guests from the sight 
of a ruined pier to the south. 

This time, with no rock 
stars in attendance, Micro¬ 
soft executives took the 
stage to introduce an array of 
Windows 8 desktops, laptops 
and tablet computers made 
by AsusTelc Computer Inc., 
Dell Inc., Samsung Electron¬ 


ics Co. and others. 

Instead of raising expecta¬ 
tions, Microsoft Corp. did 
what it could to reset them. 
In recent days, some review¬ 
ers have panned Microsoft’s 
Surface tablet. Others have 
criticized the dearth of apps 
in the Windows Store, the 
new online store where cus¬ 
tomers can buy apps that 
will work on the current 
model of the Surface and 


other devices that use the 
streamlined version of the 
new operating system, called 
Windows RT. 

“The Windows Store has 
more apps than any compet¬ 
ing app store had at its open¬ 
ing,” said Steven Sinofslcy, 
president of Windows and 
Windows Live, in a thinly 
veiled reference to Apple 
Inc.’s iPad.

fective long after those dates,” 
each of the lawsuits alleges.

A telecom watchdog group 
says routine errors on cell¬ 
phone bills continue to 
be a major headache for 
consumers, who often 
complained they were 
charged too much.

Researchers at University of 
Maryland aren’t calling you a 
liar, but their research indicates 
you’re probably stretching the 
truth about how many hours 
you spend on the job. 

According to their study, 
published by the U.S. Bureau 
of Labor Statistics, employed 
people regularly overestimate 
time spent worldng by five to 
10 per cent, with people claim¬ 
ing to log the longest hours 
most likely to overstate their 
workload.

Feathers possibly 
used for courtship 

A set of 70-million-year-old 
fossils found in Alberta has 
added weight to theories 
that dinosaurs may have 
first sprouted feathers to 
show off, not take off. 

Darla Zelenitsky, a 
paleontologist at the Uni¬ 
versity of Calgaiy, says three 
years of study on dinosaur 
fossils found near Drumhel- 
ler, Alta., suggest that the 
features most closely linked 
with flight evolved for a 
completely different reason.

Richard: Mark, the movie’s 
structure seems random at 
first, but as the running time 
ticks on connections begin 
to assert themselves and 
through lines emerge. Each 
story has a distinct look and 
feel, but share a common 
cast. Each actor plays many 
characters — so to stop your 
mind from wandering, you 
may find yourself playing a 
Where’s Waldo game, try¬ 
ing to identify the actors in 
their various guises. Did you 
find it confusing? 

Mark: All part of the game, 
Richard, all part of the 
game.

Headsmart Hockey Canada 
releases concussion app 


Hockey Canada has launched a 
new smartphone app aimed at 
reducing brain injuries in the 
sport. 

Available in both English 
and French, and with versions 
for adults and kids, the app 
includes medically approved 
information on eveiything 
from concussion symptoms to 
retum-to-play protocol. 

“You can have your phone 
on the bench — it’s that close,” 
said Hockey Canada president 
Bob Nicholson. “It’s right in the 
(coach or trainer’s) hands.” 

In development for more 
than a year, the app is available 
for BlackBeny, iPhone and An¬ 
droid and can be downloaded 
for free from Hockey Canada’s 
website, BlackBeny’s App 
World, iTunes or the Google 
Play Store. 


Staying current 


One of the benefits of the 
app is that Hockey Canada 
has the ability to update it 
immediately with new advan¬ 
ces made in the industry.

NHL. Deal called for 
even split of hockey- 
related revenue for the 
next six or seven years 


Now the NHL is skating 
backwards. 

The league is with¬ 
drawing its last offer now 
that a self-imposed deadline 
to save a full 82-game regu¬ 
lar season with playoffs has 
passed. 

It’s a matter of raising 
the stakes in what has be¬ 
come a game of chicken 
with NHL players. 

“I think owners want 
us to be fearful of missing 
another year,” said Calgary 
Flames forward Mike Cam- 
malleri. “Guys unanimously 
feel the same way. The lock¬ 
out feels like a shakedown. 
That’s kind of the feeling 
across the board.” 

Cammalleri, working 
out in Toronto, told the Tor- 
star News Service he can’t 
understand why the NHL 
wants more than the $800 
million in concessions the 
players have offered. 

“There’s no good answer 
to why except: ‘We think we

can lock you out and your 
careers are short and we can 
shake you down,”’ he said. 
“It’s not a good feeling.” 

The league didn’t im¬ 
mediately respond to a 
request for comment, but 
deputy commissioner Bill 
Daly told ESPN he expected 
to notify the players’ asso¬ 
ciation about the league’s 
decision. 

“We’re going to take it 
back internally and figure 
out where we go from here,” 
said Daly. “This proposal no 
longer works because it was 
a proposal to save 82 games. 
We have to rethink where 
we are, and what type of 


season we’re looking at.” 

Agent Allan Walsh, one 
of the league’s fiercest crit¬ 
ics, dismissed the move on 
his Twitter feed, saying it 
was out of the “owners’ 
playboolc: Deadline passes, 
take offer off table, give 
players reduced offer, tell 
players it’s only going to get 
worse.” 

The players objected 
on a number of fronts to 
the league proposal for an 
even split of hockey-related 
revenue for the next six or 
seven years. They didn’t like 
the changes to unrestricted 
free agency and the arbitra¬ 
tion process, or the fact the 


salary cap would drop to 
slightly under $60 million. 

They were particularly 
unhappy about the so-called 
“make whole” provision. Es¬ 
sentially, players in the first 
two years of the deal would 
not receive their full sal¬ 
ary — it would come out of 
hockey-related revenue in 
the future. 

The players’ counter¬ 
proposals called for a 50- 
50 split later in a five-year 
deal. The players want their 
full salaries paid — money 
deemed outside of the sal¬ 
ary cap — from the owners’ 
share of revenue.

Late bloomers 


• The Giants trailed the Los 
Angeles Dodgers in the NL 
West as late as mid-August 
before making a strong 
run to win the division 
and finish tied with the 
third-best record in the 
National League. 


The Tigers were merely 
six games over .500 
with three weeks left in 
the regular season and 
made the playoffs despite 
posting the seventh-best 
record in the American 
League.

Best in baseball? The Detroit 
Tigers and San Francisco 
Giants spent much of the sea¬ 
son trying to catch mediocre 
teams like the Chicago White 
Sox and Los Angeles Dodgers 
just to win their divisions. 

Those up-and-down regular 
seasons were distant mem¬ 
ories since the Giants and 
Tigers raced through the play¬ 
offs and were getting ready for 
Game 2 of the World Series 
in San Francisco on Thursday 
night. 

“You know what, I think 


these are the best two teams 
and the hottest teams, too,” 
Tigers reliever Jose Valverde 
said. “The first two months, 
you see Detroit is in last place. 
Chicago, Cleveland, every¬ 
body’s laughing. What hap¬ 
pened now?” 

For much of its history, base¬ 
ball was a gruelling, six-month 
endurance test, with only the 
top team in each league going 
to the post-season. 

Now, with six divisions and 
four wild-card teams, it’s more 
a matter of just getting into 
the tournament and getting 
on a roll in October. 

“I think ideally you like to 
see the teams that have the 
best record end up there,” 
Giants manager Bruce Bochy 
said. “But as we have men¬ 
tioned many times, once you 
get to the playoffs, it does 
become a little bit of a crap 


shoot, who’s playing the best 
at that time. You understand 
that. That’s why wild-card 
teams have done well. A lot of 
them are fighting to get there, 
but they’re also playing well at 
the right time.” 

In the 18 post-seasons since 
the playoffs expanded in 1995, 
the team with the best over¬ 
all record in the regular sea¬ 
son ended up as World Series 
champion just three times. 


The Yankees did it twice, in 
1998 and 2009, and Boston ac¬ 
complished it as well in 2007. 
That one-out-of-six rate is little 
better than if the champion 
was chosen randomly.
